ENT RODUCTION 


Some explanation of how these, to say the least, 
unusual journals come to be published is, I think, 
owing not only to the reader but to the diarist, 
William P. Taplow himself; for seldom, if ever 
(one may suppose, without having an extensive 
knowledge of confessional literature), has a book 
of such a personal and intimate kind been given 
to the world during its writer’s lifetime. Not, I 
believe, that Mr. Taplow has any very definite 
feelings on the matter : he has lately disappeared, 
as seamen of no fixed abode must be expected 
to do from time to time; and it is his good 
fortune, in any case, to be quite unaware of the 
meaning of literary self-consciousness. Never- 
theless, one cannot get away from the fact that 
there 7s a responsibility for publication, and this I, 
rt 
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as editor of the journals, feel bound to accept, 
with its peculiar obligations both to the author 
and to his readers. 

Mr. Taplow’s integrity as a diarist writing 
exclusively for his own satisfaction will hardly be 
questioned ; and this being so, the reader is 
obviously entitled to know why any one else should 
have been permitted to see the books in the first 
place. Well, let me confess at once that I am 
guilty of a kind of bribery. I mentioned money— 
in fact, I threw out one or two suggestions such 
as a person in Mr. ‘Taplow’s position could scarcely 
afford to ignore ; and for that matter, why should 
any writer, however situated, ignore the sugges- 
tion that he should try to earn money by his 
work? Intimate as the journals are, there is 
nothing in them of which an honest writer need 
be ashamed ; and if Mr. Taplow should ever read 
his work in print, which is highly unlikely, I hope 
he will be assured of that. I say this especially as 
he was a little dubious on the subject’s first being 
broached. 
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I first discovered Mr. Taplow as a diarist 
when he was an Ordinary Seaman, and I an 
equally insignificant unit, in the war-time Grand 
Fleet, and it is from his having begun his sea- 
career in this capacity that the book takes its 
title, The Private Opimions of a British Blue- 
jacket: though I was then scarcely interested 
enough in literature to be more than mildly 
surprised at such a curiosity—for curiosity it 
certainly was. I remember his referring to his 
journal to prove to me during a kit-inspection 
that his shore-going boots had only a few days 
previously been stolen and that he was not there- 
fore guilty of neglecting to provide himself with 
a full Service equipment. ‘The entry was un- 
forgettable: ‘my boots stoled today, i should 
like to know what Scumb have got them.” We 
had several most entertaining night-watch con- 
versations after this, and I grew to respect Mr. 
Taplow as a man of fluent speech and an individual- 
ist ; but it was not until.some ten or eleven years 
later, when we met by chance in a Portsmouth 
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street, that it occurred to me that he was really 
unique in another way. Mr. Taplow was then an 
able-bodied seaman of several years’ standing in 
the Merchant Service, whilst I had lately trans- 
ferred my main interest in life from the sea to 
literature. We naturally had what. Mr. Taplow 
calls “a lap” together, in the course of which I 
inquired about the writing : with the result that, 
as I have said, the diarist a little diffidently con- 
sented to let me look at his three latest “‘ private 
log-books ”—all the others unfortunately having 
been lost or destroyed. Incidentally, Mr. Taplow 
confessed to being absolutely on his beam-ends 
at the moment, which, I take it, was distinctly in 
my favour. I was given permission to publish on 
a certain financial agreement having been reached ; 
and I have not seen my old shipmate since. 

Of the journals themselves I need say little. 
They tell their own story, which is for the most 
part, I imagine, perfectly comprehensible even 
by those far removed socially from the diarist’s 
sphere of life; and where occasional obscurities 
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of style occur, I have exercised my privilege as 
editor, and my assumed right as one better 
acquainted with the workings of the diarist’s 
mind than the reader is likely to be, in using 
interpretative footnotes to the text. ‘Two points, 
however, remain to be noted, the one having 
reference to the extreme individuality of spelling 
and punctuation, and the other, to the appar- 
ently blasphemous use of sacred names. As to 
the spelling, nothing would have been simpler 
than to have standardised it throughout or, at any 
rate, to have revised it with a view to making the 
reading of the journals as facile and rapid as that, 
say, of the average sex-problem novel ; and it is 
not to be denied that a little concentration is 
required of the reader for the full comprehension 
of certain passages as they are. But after a few 
pages one finds oneself as it were sympathising 
with Mr. Taplow’s use of the alphabet rather 
than being antagonised by it. It is usually worth 
the trouble of discovering what he means; and 
personally I should consider it a heinous offence on 
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the editor’s part to alter the spelling of a single 
word in such a document, seeing that in the last 
resort an explanatory footnote may always be in- 
serted. I am inclined to think, in parenthesis, 
that although complete freedom from the ordinary 
rules of spelling, punctuation, and grammar as 
demonstrated by the consciously literary modern- 
ist youth and maiden commonly leads nowhere 
but to a remarkable freedom from intelligibility, 
yet where we have a natural writer of Mr. 
Taplow’s calibre—one who is really free, in that 
he has no rules to break and is only concerned to 
express his meaning as best he can—then the result 
cannot but be refreshing, and the language 
enriched. Our meek acceptance of a ready- 
made set of words is, after all, nearly as modern as 
the petulant and highly conscious revolt against 
laws merely for the sake of being different : albeit 
Mr. Taplow is singularly fortunate in being quite 
unhampered by orthographical tradition—a kind of 
negative gift of the gods which he shares modestly 
with Shakespeare among others. I should add, 
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by the way, with regard to punctuation, that, 
yielding to the opinion of our publisher, I have 
inserted a number of extra commas to clarify 
the sense: though the scarcity of commas no- 
where troubled me personally ; and that I have, 
of course, italicised such passages as the diarist 
had underlined. 

Then, as to the second point, the apparent 
blasphemy of which I have spoken: I say ap- 
parent because the use of sacred names will only 
be blasphemy to those who choose to think it so. 
And Mr. Taplow plainly does not—in fact, he 
uses the words merely as expletives, somehow 
adding force to his statements, not connecting 
them with their true meanings even so far as to 
give them capital letters. I will go so far as to 
suggest that the word god, for example, as 
written here, actually is not the same word as 
God. Indeed I assert as much, since if it were, 
Mr. Taplow would not be the religious man I 
know him to be. 

I have now only to thank Mr. Taplow himself 
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for the complete freedom he has allowed me 
throughout the editing of his journals, and to 
wish the reader as much pleasure from their 
perusal—which should not, I think, be hurried— 
as I have had myself.
